‘The robl>ery was first discovered by 
Prof. Barhan, president of the Cam* I 
den Point college, who saw a light in 
the bank and gave the alarm.. Three 
explosions occurred 
after the alarm 
had been given. The safe and the eu 
tire interior of the bank we^¿ com­ 
pletely wrecked. 


The robbers 
were captured 
at 8 
o clock this morning in t h e w k k I s on 
the Platte river near the Edgorton 
Junction station, on the Rock Island 
railroad.

Platte City 
and placed in jail. 
The loot secured 
is now said to be about $2.1;00, of 
which $1.000 was in silver.

All Buildings Where Needed. 


All farm buildings should be sup­ 
plied with water brought underground 
In pipes from the source of water sup­ 
ply. 
The barns as well as the dweli- 
ings should 
be thus supplied. 
The 
cost is small and the coaveniepoa 
great. 
Many a farmer is 
carrying 
water year after year not only for his 
stock but for the use of the family 
when the water should be always hf 
hand. 
The chief reason for this ' ta* 
the lifelong habit of the farmer, which 
he does not see the advantage,si Ql 
changing. 
R ecently a case came to the atten-, 
tion of the writer that shows how a 
man will hang to an old condition 
when he has no reason for doing so. 
•A young man from one of the farms 
went to college and got some new 
ideas. 
He studied farm mechanics, 
and got a little taste for mechanical 
engineering. 
When he returned 
to 
the farm he' saw many things 
that 
might h® done to increase the 
com­ 
fort of the family and make the work 
easier. 
One of the drawbacks of the farm 
was the necessity for carrying water 
some hundreds of feet to the house 
and the barn, and this water had to be 
carried in pails. 
Moreover, 
during 
most of the year the 
boy’s mother 
had to carry the water that was used 
in the kitchen. 
Th«..father was op­ 
posed to any ipaprovements and re­ 
fused to let the boy exercise his abil­ 
ity in m a k i^ improvements. 
■ • Oir the^nr* a’ little way from the 
house was- a perpetual 
spring suffi­ 
ciently high above the house so that 
if a pipe were laid the water would 
of itself flow Into the kitchen. 
The 
temptation for the boy to utilize this 
supply wás so great that he could not 
resist it. 
So the first time he went 
to town he laid in a supply of pipe 
and the materials for making joints 
and connections, with taps and fau­ 
cets. 
Then he began his work clan­ 
destinely. When his father would be 
away for half a day or so the young 
man would dig a trench, lay what pii»e 
he could and cover it uj> again before 
his father got home.

Garget or caked udder is quite 
a 
common trouble which occurs usually 
just before or just after calving. The 
udder becomes hard and the 
glands 
are enlarged and fe\'erish. 
There are 
usually no bad consequences from the 
trouble unless it is negl(‘cted. 
It is 
caused by a large siipjily of milk re 
maining in the udder and 
is some 
times aggravated by 
neglecting 
to 
milk but or by the cow standing in a 
draft of cold air. 
In cases 
of 
this 
kind it is not well to milk the cow 
out clean as the irritation caused 
by 
milking makes matters 
worse. 
The 
best procedAire is to only 
iiartially 
empty the udder and then reduce the 
Inflammation 
with 
a fomentation of 
warm w’ater. 
The mere suckJing of a 
hungry calf and the working of the 
teats will sometimes help. 
It is also 
w’ell to rub the 
affected 
parts weh 
with the palm of the hand after each 
milking and rub in a little camphor 
ated ointment or some iinsalted lard 
or oily substance.

days to get rid of the trouble.

Helpfu l to Pou ltry Ralsere.

other con d ition s bein g 
right, 
there are man y method s of breed in g 
that will brin g good resu lts, bu t some 
method s are better ad apted to on e 
breed than an other. 
There are some 
thin gs, howev er, that shou ld be born e 
in min d —the hen can n ot lay u n less 
she 
has the i>roper material 
from 
which to form the egg. 
Ev ery 
elemen t in the egg 
mu st 
come from the food . 
For a time a 
persisten t hen can extract some of 
the missin g elemen ts from her bod y, 
bu t this will n ot last lon g before the 
hen becomes thin an d will cease lay­ 
in g altogether. 
Exercise promotes health an d works 
off su perflu ou s fat; therefore, for, all 
con fin ed fowls the grain shou ld be 
bu rled in - chaff or Utter. Water is as 
importan t 
as food , an d the 
hen s 
shou ld always hav e a fu ll su pply. I^ear- 
ly 70 per cen t, of an egg an d from 40 
to 50 per cen t, of a hen ’s bod y is water. 
No on e article of d iet will pro­ 
d u ce eggs. 
The ration , shau ld con ­ 
sist of grain , meat an d green 'food — 
all 
of these are 
essen tial. 
Man y 
breed ers place a great d eal of relian ce 
on a mash of grain an d meat as a 
main ration . These mash meals con ­ 
sist of v ailou s mill prod u cts rich in 
protein . 
A mash meal which is recommen d ed 
as the resu lt of lon g experimen t, says 
the 
Northwestern Agricu ltu rist, 
is 
200 pou n d s wheat bran , 100 pou n d s 
corn meal, 100 pou n d s wheat mid ­ 
d lin gs, 100 pou n d s lin seed meal, 100 
pou n d s beef scraps. To this is ad d ed 
on e-fou rth its bu lk of clov er leav es. 
The clov er is cov ered with hot water 
an d allowed to stan d for three or fRu r 
hou rs. 
The mash is mad e qu ite d ry 
an d is ru bbed w’ell in mixin g, so the 
clov er is separated an d mixed with the 
meal.
